Commemorative Coin set for which he paid several hundreds of 
dollars, and unfortunately, the set has declined in cost, but it has 
almost climbed back to where it was originally sold, ie. 
Originally it was $465, now it can be had for $395! Gordon 
also brought his complete set of PCNS exonumia, including a 
counterstruck 25 cent piece won at an auction many years ago, 
and of which only 2 exist! 

Daniel Feldman exhibited his 500 Afghani notes (under 
Soviet occupation) worth about $4 each some time in the past, 
but now basically worthless.

Ruble piece.
